CHICAGO (AP) - The quality of water in Lake Michigan, es- 


pecially at the southern end. has improved substantially over the 
past decade, a federal official said Monday. Ten years ago, he 
said, the lake was declining rapidly because of pollutants. "Now 
we hope we have stopped or reversed that process," he told 
reporters. The official, Robert J. Buwden. is head of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency's central region laboratory. He par- 
ticipated in a news conference on board the EPA research vessel 
the Roger R. Simons in Late Michigan off Chicago. 


George R.' Alexander, EPA midwest regional administrator, 


said the Simons has embarked upon a two-year sampling to de- 
termine just now much water quality has improved and what 
problems remain. This is the first such study since 1962, he suid, 
noting that other studies since then have concentrated on rivers 
and other streams emptying into the, lake. "This summer we're 
devoting our entire efforts to Lake Michigan," he said. 


The Simons and a vessel sponsored by the University of 


Michigan are sampling water at some 50 sites over the entire area 


of the lake. Sites in the southern portion will be sampled at least 
eight times during this summer, and an equal number next 
summer. Cost of the two projects is expected to be about SS 
million. The 122-foot Simons carries a staff of eight to 14 scientific 


personnel ami a crew of eight. Atom 20 experiments are conducted 
on board and another 20 at EPA land-based laboratories. 


Bowden said results of chemical and microbiological analyses 


will be compared with similar studies done in the lust decade.^ 


Twin Cities Still Await Lake Research Ship 


Apparently bucking heavy seas, the U.S. Environmental 


Protection Agency research vessel Roger R. Simons did not 
make it into the Twin Cities harbor Monday as scheduled. 


Matt Racki, EPA public information specialist in Chicago, 


said the 122-foot laboratory ship was currently taking samples 
off the Lake Michigan coast near the Twin Cities and might 
possibly come into the St. Joseph river harbor at about 6 o'clock 
this evening. 


Racki said if weather and scheduling problems re-occur 


today, the ship may proceed to its next scheduled stop at 


Holland and skip the Twin Cities. 


The ship was scheduled to be docked in the Twin Cities harbor 


Monday and be open to the public from 7 to 9 p.m. 


The Coast Guard station in St. Joseph reported waves on Lake 


Michigan ranged from 4 to 6 feet last night and may have 
prevented the ship from entering the harbor. 
The ship is currently conducting a survey of the open waters of 
Lake Michigan to determine if industrial and municipal cleanup 
programs in the last six years nave improved the lake's water 
quality. 


Phosphates in the lake were a prime concern previously because 
they were contributing to its eutrophication — or death — but 
deposits of this chemical have been brought under control. Bow- 
oen said.

1 said, while oil spills are being reported more 


frequently in the lake, there probably are far fewer of them 
because of stringent rules about reporting them than in earlier 
times. 


The EPA's major concern nuw is with such toxic chemicals as

'Exciting' 
For Ailing 
Phil Hart

NEW YORK (AP) — Forty-four years ago, 


Phil Hart, then a 19-year-old college student, 
saw his first Democratic National Conven- 
tion. He was certain that Franklin Roosevelt 
couldn't possibly win the presidency. Now, 
eight conventions later. Hart has changed his 
mind about the Democrats, and about the 
conventions. "I feel — well, a national poli 
tical convention is an exciting thing, even 
without any controversy,'' he said Monday 
"It's a World Series, a heavyweight title and 
a Super Bowl all in one." But this one, He 
admits, is not as exciting as they used to be, 
ill part because "the fact you don't feel 190 
per cent changes in your mood." 


This time, says the ailing U.S. senator 


from Michigan, "I'll attend the sessions and 
pass up the parties." Hart, 83, will retire in 
January after IS years in the Senate. "I plan 
to read a lot," he says. "We plan to live in our 
house in Washington, use that as a base. We 
have the house on Mackinac Island and, if all 
goes well, it should get a lot more use by me 
since I will be around in early summer, and 
we won't have to close it up in time for 
school." But still, "I have no long-range 
plans." His health is the reason. 


Hart has cancer of the lymph nodes, an 


illness that has clearly weakened him. 
"There's no pain, and that's really what 
you're frightened of. After you make 80. 
you've got mi complaints about time. But you 
do hope you'll be spared the pain, or if you're 
not. that you will handle it right." he said. 
Hart says he would like to ask the Senate 
Appropriations Committee to give the Na- 
tional Institute of Health funds for programs 
"to manage terminal cases" and "to make 
death more tolerable." Hart talks openly and 
quietly about his health. 


"1 think the condition is just one where you 


wait." he says. "It's a cancer that's in 
progress. There's no timetable. You just wait 
til] it takes root in your liver, or your lungs, 
or your nervous system, any old place." 
Hart, one of Michigan's at:large delegates 
backing Morris Udall, was mentioned as the 
man who would put UdalFs name into 
nomination Wednesday night for 
the 


presidency. But Hart says it will not be him. 
"I think ita fellow wants to be nominated for 
president of the United States, he should have 
somebody do who can put their biggest 
physical as well as intellectual effort into it," 
lie said. 


After saying months ago that he felt "most 


comfortable" with Udall and was backing 
him for that reason. Hart said Monday he is 
comfortable, loo, with a Carter nomination 
and a Carter presidency. "He has demons- 
trated an ability to organize, to be dis- 
ciplined, to attract diverse groups, which is 


part of leadership," he said. The less than 
full support some Democrats, particularly 
Morris Udall delegates, feel for Carter is not 
necessarily skepticism, he said. "The unease 
is a combination of thc>fact that we don't 
know him as well and . . . you don't even 
know How your own brother is going to do as 
president." he says. 


Hart claims to know, however, how he 


himself would do in the White House."! 
would be a basket case in three to six 
months," he says bluntly. Hart's presence at 
the convention this week got him a long 
standing ovation from the Michigan delega- 
tion at its first meeting Monday. "I don't 
understand it," he said later of the uncom- 
monly universal respect he gets from 
colleagues and constituents.

Working For Delaware 


': 
There is no better way to find out 


whether strict laws vigorously en- 
forced can act as a deterrent to major 
crime than to put one on the books and 
try it out. Delaware has done just that 
regarding first degree robbery and the 
results show the word has gotten 
around. 


Last August, a new law went into 
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effect in Delaware requiring a man- 
datory minimum prison term of three 
years without probation or parole for 
anyone convicted of first degree rob- 
bery. To complement the law, the 
state's department of justice adopted a 
policy providing that only the top three 
legal officers of the state could 
approve a reduction in a first degree 
robbery charge. 


That seems to seal effectively the 


escape hatch for anyone convicted of 
the crime. What of the results? During 
the first three months of 1975 — before 
the law became effective — armed 
robberies averaged 40 a month. In 
January, 1976, there were 31 armed 
robberies in the state. In February 
there were 18; in March, 15; and in 
April, 12. 


Lesser robbery charges — those not 


involving weapons — have continued 
to increase. The logical conclusion is 
that 
mandatory sentencing does 


dramatically reduce incidences of 
major crime, at least those in which 
premeditation is present.

This bit of woozy statesm anship 
results from Red China demanding the 
Republic’s ban as part of the deal 
between Ottawa and Peiping a few 
years wherein Canada dropped its 
diplomatic recognition of the Taiwan 
government in favor of Mao-tse-tung’s 
mainland organization. 
Still unresolved is a demand from 
Tanzania and Mauritius that New^ 
Zealand be barred from the Montreal 
spectacle which opens this Friday 
because the New Zealand rugby team 
plans to tour South Africa when the 
1976 Olympics close. 
The two African countries already 
have pulled their teams out of the 
competition and are calling upon the 
other black African nations to do 
likewise until Canada and the lOF 
meet their demands. 
Pointing out that rugby is not an 
Olympic sport, the lOF thus far has 
taken a hard line against the New 
Zealand squabble. 
Nonetheless, the Down Unders are 
wondering if the lOF means what it 
says and if Canada will back up the 
Committee. 
Early in the Republic of China dis­ 
pute the chairman of the American 
section in the lOF gave out press 
releases indicating the U.S. might 
withhold entering its team if the ROC 
ban held up. 
Before Lord Killanin, 
the 
lOF 
president, threw in the towel, the 
American chairman reversed himself. 
The potential political repercussion of 
withdrawal in an election year has to 
be considered 
as 
exerting 
some 
influence in the decision. 
Just to frost the cake at Montreal, 
provincial and national security forces 
are preparing for possible demonstra­ 
tions against Queen Elizabeth’s open­ 
ing of the ceremonies. 
Strong French Canadian separatist 
groups in Quebec province object to 
her participation as symbolic of a 
foreign influence which over two cen­ 
turies 
ago 
substituted 
British 
dominion for French rule. 
Government is a necessary evil and 
so are those who run it. 
It’s too bad those in charge have to 
reach for absurdities to make their 
presence known. 


Mandatory Sentences 
Working For Delaware 


There is no better way to find out 
whether strict laws vigorously en­ 
forced can act as a deterrent to major 
crime than to put one on the books and 
try it out. Delaware has done just that 
regarding first degree robbery and the 
results show the word has gotten 
around. 
Last August, a new law went into 
Sl)e {ferald'llaUadttun 
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effect in Delaware requiring a m an­ 
datory minimum prison term of three 
years without probation or parole for 
anyone convicted of first degree rob­ 
bery. To complement the law, the 
state’s department of justice adopted a 
policy providing that only the top three 
legal officers of the state could 
approve a reduction in a first degree 
robber>’ charge. 
That seems to seal effectively the 
escape hatch for anyone convicted of 
the crime. What of the results? During 
the first three months of 1975 — before 
the law became effective — armed 
robberies averaged 40 a month. In 
January, 1976, there were 31 armed 
robberies in the state. In F'ebruary 
there were 18; in March, 15; and in 
April, 12. 
Lesser robbery charges — those not 
involving weapons — have continued 
to increase. The logical conclusion is 
that 
mandatory 
sentencing 
does 
dramatically reduce incidences of 
major crime, at least those in which 
premeditation is present. The state 
attorney general’s office is drafting 
legislative 
proposals 
to 
extend 
minimum sentencing to include all 
forms of robbery. 
O im e can be reduced, if would-be 
pt'fpetrators decide they don’t like the 
odds. In Delaware, the odds are 
Ix'coming tougher.

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - 
The list of major contributors to 
President Ford’s campaign is 
as 
different 
from 
Ronald 
Reagan’s as Reagan’s is from 
that of Jimmy Carter. 
;\ sampling of the F'ord big 
donors — those who gave $100 or 
more — reveals an unusually 
hea\-y backing by men and 
women who classify themselves 
as business executives or cor­ 
poration 
officers 
— 
and 
houst'wives. 
The number of those listed as 
retired also was unusually great 
in comparison with the com­ 
parable Reagan and Carter 
reports. 
Further down the Ford list in 
numbers came lawyers and 
bankers and self-employed. 
In my sample, there was even 
one major donor who classified 
himself as “ unemploytxl.” 
By contrast, Reagan’s lists 
included 
relatively 
large 
numbers of engineers and tech­ 
nical 
men, 
airline 
pilots, 
physicians and surgeons, small 
businessmen, 
government 
employees, ranchers and blue- 
collar workers. 
And attorneys, editors and 
publishers and small radio sta­ 
tion optTalors and owners, st<K k 
brokers, investment men, real 
estate developers, contractors 
and builders stood out in Jimmy 
Carter’s reports. 
Mr. Ford also seemed to be 
nveiving support from a wider 
range of political funds than his 
two major rivals. 
Typical were the American 
Bankers Political .Action Com­ 
mittee, the Gas Employes Poli­ 
tical Election Committee, the 
American Insurance Mens Poli- 
Ucal Action Committee, the 
Hawaiian Telephone Employes 
Good Government F'und and 


political funds sponsored by 
Standard Oil of Indiana, the 
Ixickheed, 
Central 
Soya, 
Burlington, the Carpt't and Rlug 
lndustr>’. Chevron (petroleum), 
Olin (chem icals). Union Car­ 
bide (chemicals) and East Ohio 
Gas Employes. 
There are. of course, some 
clear reasons why the Ford, 
Carter and Reagan lists differ. 
One of the top men in the real 
estate, development, construc­ 
tion business nationally said 
privately the other day that he 
and most of those he knew well 
in his field, would not support a 
Republican 
candidate 
for 
president 
in 
this 
election 
because of the way in which the 
Nixon and Ford administrations 
had treated the industry these 
past years. 


Though it is certain this man 
had taken no poll, the sentiment 
he expressed no doubt accounts 
for the relatively low numbers 
of those in the Ford and Reagan 
big givers lists who classify 
themselves as being in the real 
estate, development or cons­ 
truction 
business 
and 
the 
friMiuency with which men in 
these fields appear in the Carter 
lists. 


There have been reports of 
late 
of 
rum blings 
among 
government 
employes, 
bothered, it’s said, by Mr. 
Ford’s 
joining 
Carter 
and 
Reagan in downgrading the 
bureaucracy. There are indica­ 
tions, in fact, that this has hurt 
both Mr. F'ord and Carter in the 
donor column — except, of 
course for donations by major 
F'ord 
appointees. 
Curiously, 
however. Reagan’s strong sta­ 
tements on the bureaucracy do 
not seem to have discouraged 
donors ui that group.

Missing Mark 


“Outlined against a blue-gray 
October 
sky, 
the 
F'our 
Horsemen 
rode 
again. 
In 
dramatic loro they are known as 
F'amine, Pestilence, Destruc­ 
tion and Death. These are only 
aliases. Their real names are 
Stuhldreher. Miller. Crowley 
and Layden.” 
That is the opening paragraph 
Grant land Rice wrote for his 
New York Sun article on the 
Notre Dame-Army game of 
1924. 
Not every sportswriter of that 
day was a Grantland Rice, but 
in n'ading their copy you always 
have the impression that the 
writers 
thought 
they 
were 
covering something important. 
They actually tru'd to convey 
an impression of what took 
place on the football field or in 
Iht' prize ring. Just why did 
certain plays bt'gin to click in 
the third (juarter? How was it 
that the fullback began to freeze 
the line-backer? Just how did 
the right fielder play his posi­ 
tion in order to take into account 
th(? strengths and w(‘aknt*sses of 
the opposing team? 
Reading the sports pages 
today, you gather that the 
w riters think of themselves 
either as entertainers or as 
sociologists 
or 
perhaps 
economic rdporters. 
We hear a great deal about 
complex contractual disputes, 
alxiut the racial relations on th<‘ 
team, about the iM*rsonality of 
Mr. ('harles 0. F^inley. Coverage 
of what actually happens in the 
sporting event ranges from in- 
com|X‘tent to dismal. 
The fundamental (juestion of 
what happened and why no 
longer setnns to bd answered. 
I 
recall 
that 
when 
Jack 
Kramer badly l)eat Bobby Riggs 
on their first pro tour, Riggs 
told me that hLs major problem 
turned out to be K ram er’s big 
.\merican twist serve. 
K ram er’s fast serve did not 
bother Riggs, it was the twist. 
Riggs was short, and the twist, 
Bobby said, spun high and 
awkwardly to his backhand. He 
could not “ hit over the ball.” He 
had to slice the return. The 
result was that the Iwll “ sat up” 
for Kramer coming to net. That 
is the sort of information a 
sports fan appreciates. 
Who cares how much the 
Yankees attempted to pay for 
Vida Blue or what Bowie Kuhn’s 


lawyers think? 
I would like to know why 
Manuel Orantes of Spain swept 
through the tennis Open Tour­ 
nament at Forest Hills last year 
and has not beaten anyone much 
since. The sports-w riters are 
not telling us. 
Bill Tilden once told me how 
the French beat him in a late 
1920s Davis Cup match in Paris. 
For the F'rench team , the tac­ 
tical problem was Tilden’s fast 
serve, but it ocrurred to them 
that the home team had to sup­ 
ply the balls. To neutralize Til­ 
den’s service, they simply kept 
the balls in an icebox under the 
stands, trotting out a nice new 
cold set periodically. With those 
icy tennis balls. Tilden could not 
have served an ace if he had 
bet>n using a howitzer. 
Some say that TV’ has ruined 
sportswriting, 
and, 
psychologically speaking, they 
may have a point. It is obvious 
that the spoken commentary 
that goes along with the image 
on the tulK‘ is maddeningly 
trivial. People who must know a 
lot about what is taking place 
reduce themselves to chatty en­ 
tertainers. 
Tho same is true in the print­ 
ed medium. If you have played a 
sport at a fairly advanctnl level, 
you know at once that the writ­ 
ten report is thin and deceptive. 
Quite possibly sportsw riters 
assume that many of their 
readers have set*n the contest on 
the tube and, as w riters, are 
demoralized by that assump- 
Uon. 
On 
the 
other 
hand, 
the 
impression is irresistible that 
many sportswriters do not think 
that sports, in themselves, are 
all that important. 
Last year, David Shaw of the 
Los Angeles Times surveyed the 
sportswriting scene and very 
much liked what he saw. He

“ Racism, drugs, sex, religion, 
gambling, 
exploitation, 
psychology, 
cheating, 
feminism.

Joseph Gets Right 


To Contest Recall

Berrien Circuit Judge Chester 


J. 
Byrns yesterday ruled 


Charles Joseph will be permit- 
ted to challenge election results 
which recalled him from office 
as Benton Harbor mayor. 


But the judge also issued a 


strict warning in laying out a 
timetable for the challenge. 
"I'm not going to play games 
with this—there have been too 
many games played with this 
already and they're not going to 
be played in court," Byrns said 
from the bench. 


Joseph, who was riot in court, 


was granted leave to proceed 
"quo warranto," which is a 
legal procedure in which a 
private citizen must first get the 
court's permission to file a suit 
challenging election results. 


An earlier suit filed on behalf 


of Joseph, which will now be 
filed quo warranto, contends the 
petitions seeking his recall were 


filed too early and asks the 
court to overturn the election 
results of the recall pertaining 
to Joseph. The matter hinges 
upon the court's ruling of 
whether Joseph was a legisla- 
tive or "any other officer." 


Byrns stressed that the Aug. 3 


election in which Benton Harbor 
voters will elect a mayor and 
three city commissioners is not 
immediately affected by the 
granting of the quo warranto. 
However, he noted the results of 
the election regarding the 
mayor's position might be af- 
fected depending on the final 
decision in Joseph's case. 


"It wmld be an abuse of 


discretion to refuse the leave to 
file quo warranto," Byrns said, 
noting "the public has a great 
interest in the legality of the 
election." 


Pointing out that his ruling 


came on July 12, the judge 
threw a barb at the attorneys in 
the caac, saying: "We're now 


back to where we should have 
been on May 17 when the action 
was first started. 


"The 
whole question 
is 


whether Mr. Joseph was a 
legislative officer or some other 
type of officer—it's as simple as 
that," Byrns slated. He said 
that if leave to proceed quo 
warranto had been filed in May 
"we would have had a decision a 
longtime ago." 


The judge gave attorneys a 


timetable in which to file briefs 
on the case, and said a final 
decision should be reached by 
the end of October. Byrns said 
he had wanted to conclude the 
case before the Aug. 3 election 
"but I'm convinced we can't do 
that." 


Counsel during the hearing 


were Atty. Alrin R. Davidson, of 
Kalamazoo, who recently was 
ordered by Byrns to remain on 
the case as Joseph's attorney 
even though Davidson had 
asked to withdraw, and Atty. 
Clinton Canady, III, of Lansing. 


Canady will now represent 


only the city in the case, since 
both attorneys yesterday agreed 
to dismiss Acting City Clerk 
T.J. (Jack) Carter as a defen- 
dant. 


Noting 
that 
Joseph 
had 


requested a Chicago attorney to 
assume the case on his behalf; 
Byrns said Joseph has until 
July 26 to get any attorney he 
wants, but said he must have at 
least one attorney who is 
already admitted to practice in 
Michigan.

better distribution. 


East and West can make four 


hearts wliilc North and South 
can make four spades. When the 
hand was played in a rubber 
bridge game the bidding went 
as shown in the box. East and 
West got-after diamonds in time 
to collect a diamond, two clubs 
and 100 points above the line, 
but North and South were very 
unhappy with the result. 


North was mad because South 


had doubled five hearts. He 
ex-plained that he would have let 
East play live hearty but had to 
take it out when South doubled. 


South was mad because he felt 


that North had tried to bid both 
their hands and had managed to 
get to the wrong contract all by 
himself. 


We have to agree with South 


on all counts. North might have 
bid in such manner as to get 
doubled at four spades, but 
North had sledge-hammered his 


way right there. 


South had heard all the bid- 


ding and decided that he was 
going to take three tricks 
against East. Hence his double.

prostate gland. It is probably 
coincidence, 
rather 
than 


heredity, that two members of 
your family have had this con- 
dition. 


There are some measures 


that men can take to prevent the 
progression of the enlargement 
of the prostate. The most im- 
portant is a prostate examina- 
tion as a regular part of a 
general physical examination. 
Only in this way can early 
evidences be discovered and 
early treatment be started. 


There is no relationship 


between normal sexual patterns 
and the eventual enlargement of 
the prostate gland. In some ins- 
tances of sexual overindulgence 
there may be temporary enlar- 
gement of the prostate gland. 
Untreated infections are con- 
sidered by some to be a factor in 
the eventual development of 


prostatic difficulty. 


There is enormous confusion 


about the prostate. One of the 
major misconceptions is that 
the prostate gland itself is res- 
ponsible for the production of 
sperm. This is not true. The 
sperm is produced in the tes- 
ticles and is carried in the fluid 
that is produced by the prostate. 


Any changes in the normal 


pattern of urination should be 
brought to the attention of the 
doctor. Frequency of urination 
and the inability to empty the 
bladder may be evidence of 
prostatic enlargement. 


With drugs and massage, the

eliminated in younger men.

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Agreement Reached In Baseball Labor Dispute 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — It seems only appropriate that 


after 13 months o! haggling, peace should come to baseball 
in the City a! Brotherly Love. 


But, 
like any truce, the agreement reached Monday 


between the Major League Players Association and the 
I'layer Relations Committee had its price. Both sides gave 
ground to reach the settlement. 


Although neither management nor-the union would reveal 


any terms o! the pact, these key elements ol the four-year 
agreement were learned: 


—A player will have the right to demand a trade after 


having played in the majors for five years. He will have a 
veto right over six clubs. If lie is not traded, he will become 
a free agent. 


—Players who become free agents, including those now 


governed by the Andy .Messersmith decision, will be able to 
negotiate with a maximum of 12 teams, starting with the 
inverse order of the previous season standings. 


Each club will be limited in the number of free agents it 


can sign, being permitted one if the free-agent pool totals one 
to 14. However, a club will be able to sign as many free 
agents as it might lose. 


—TTw only compensation for a lost player will be draft 


choices. If one of the 12 lowest teams signs a player, it would 
lose its second choice in the next draft of college and high 
school players to the player's former team. If one of (he top 
12 teams signs a player, it would forfeit its No. I draft 
clwice. 


—Players can take their salary differences to arbitration 


as they did before the 1974 season. However, if a player is 
eligible to become a free agent, his salary dispute can go to 
arbitration only by mutual consent of the player and the 
club. 


The players also had to agree to stay five years with their 


new teams once they exercised their free agent option. 


The new contract also called for a 29 per cent increase in 


pension plan contributions by management. 


But the pact (lid not salve baseball's "one-and-one" 


dilemma created when pitchers Andy .Messersmith and Dave 
Mc.Xally won free agent status last winter under an arbi- 
trator's decision after completing the 1975 season without 
signing contracts. 


The 48 or so unsigned major league players still are con- 


sidered to-be "playing out their options," and unless they 
sign by October they will be free agents when the season 
ends. Other players who signed single or multi-year con- 
tracts may still exercise their options at the conclusion of 
those pacts, should they- choose to move elsewhere. 


The difference now, however, is that with an agreement, 


management has something of a deadline hanging over the 
players. Once they exercise or pass up that single option 
chance, the players will be tied to their teams for various 
lengths of tin*'. 


But, of course, that six-year point could be reached quickly 


for individual players, depending on when they came to the 
majors. So baseball still faces a situation which could find 


many player, moving around freely every year. 


That element and the continued 1-1 factor apparently has 


left some owners less than thrilled with UK agreement which 
has the unanimous support of the Player Relations Com- 
mittee and Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. 


The owners will meet Wednesday morning to consider the 


pact. The committee will recommend approval and the 
commissioner said he would support that recommendaUoa 


"This is a constructive development for baseball," Kuhn 


said. 


Approval of the pact would require 13 affirmative votes, a 


simple majority, from the 24 owners. There must be at least 
five positive voles from each league to pass the agreement. 


The player representatives were almost unanimous in 


approving the agreement presented to.them by Marvin 
Miller, executive director of the union. There was just one 
abstention in the 23 votes cast: Asked if this meant the labor 
dispute that delayed the start of spring training some 17 day's 
was over, Miller said, "I believe so."

For Peace 


Last Gasp Movement 


In Games Dispute 


MONTREAL (AP) — Peace 


hopes in the great Olympics 
dispute rested today on the 
shoulders of Philip 0. Krumm. 
president of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee and a man with a 
reputation for patching up other 
people's quarrels. 


Krumm and his committee 


took over the role of mediators 
and became the central figures 
in the drama of the Taiwanese 
athletes who are shut out of 
Canada for political reasons. 


The Americans were talking 


with the Canadian External Af- 
fairs Ministry in Ottawa and the 
Taiwanese 
officials 
in 
the 


Olympic Village in Montreal. 


Olympic sources gave them a 


slim chance of success. But It 
was a last gasp effort to get the 
Taiwanese into the Games, 
opening Saturday, and to res- 
tore the battered image of the 
Olympic charter. 


"We are working like the 


dickens to get both sides in this 
dispute to concede a little," 
Krumm said. 


"The future of the Games 


depend on our success. Instead 
of friendly athletic competition 
between athletes, the Olympics 
have become a political contest 
between countries." 


The International 
Olympic 


Committee (IOC) recognizes the 
national Olympic committee of 
Taiwan under the name of the 
Republic of China — a name 
which offends the Communist 
Chinese in Peking. 


Canada, clearly concerned 


about its big wheat export trade 
with Peking, refused to allow 
the Taiwanese to enter the 
country unless they agreed to 


drop the "Republic of China" 
label and abandon their national 
flag. 


The IOC executive board 


failed to make any impression 
on the Canadians. It tried 
asking the Taiwanese to march 
in the opening parade under the 
Olympic flag and the IOC insig- 
nia, but the Taiwanese said no. 


Unless one side or another 


gives way, the Taiwanese will 
be the first athletes ever shut 
out of an Olympic host country 
because of politics. Krumm's 
men moved into the dispute 
after an 
appeal by President Ford in 
Washington. 
' 


Krumm, admitting no great 


progress was made in his peace 
moves Monday, said: "We shall 
be going back to both sides 
today, and we will aim to get 
some measure of agreement in 
time for the full session of the 
IOC." 


The 75-strong IOC started a 


four-day session today. It will he 
called upon to approve recom- 
mendations of the executive 
board, which it usually does as a 
formality.

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Agreement Reached In Baseball Labor Dispute 


PHILADELPHIA (AP> - It seems only appropriate that 
after 13 months of h a ilin g , peace should come to baseball 
in the City of Brotherly Love. 
Hut. like any truce, the agreement reached Monday 
between the Major League Players Association and the 
Player Relations Committee had its price. Both sides gave 
ground to reach the settlement. 
Although neither management nor the union would reveal 
am terms of the pact, these key elements of the four-year 
agreement were learned: 
—A player will have the right to demand a trade after 
having played in the majors for five years. He will have a 
veto right over si\ clubs. If he is not traded, he will become 
a free agent. 
—Players who become free agents, including those now 
governed by the Andy Messersmith decision, will bo able to 
negotiate with a maximum of 12 teams, starting with the 
inverse order of the previous season standings. 
Each club will be limited in the number of free agents it 


can sign, being permitted one if the free-agent pool totals one 
to 14 However, a club will bo able to sign as many free 
agents as it might lose. 
—The only compensation for a lost player will be draft 
choices. If one of the 12 lowest teams signs a player, it would 
lose its second choice in the next draft of college and high 
school players to the player’s former team. If one of the top 
12 teams signs a player, it would forfeit its No. 1 draft 
choice. 
—Players can take their salary differences to arbitration 
as they did before the 1974 season. However, if a player is 
eligible to become a free agent, his salary dispute can go to 
arbitration only by mutual consent of the player and the 
club. 
The players also had to agree to stay five years with their 
new teams once they exercised their free agent option. 
The new contract also calk'd for a 29 per cent increase in 
pension plan contributions by management. 
But the pact did not solve baseball’s “ one-and-one" 


dilemma created when pitchers Andy Messersmith and Dave 
McNally won free agent status last winter under an arbi­ 
trator’s decision after completing the 1975 season without 
signing contracts. 


The 40 or so unsigned major league players still are con­ 
sidered to be “ playing out their options,” and unless they 
sign by October they will bo free agents when the season 
ends. Other players who signed single or multi-year con­ 
tracts may still exercise their options at the conclusion of 
those pacts, should they choose to move elsewhere. 


The difference now, however, is that with an agreement, 
management has something of a deadline hanging over the 
players. Once they exercise or pass up that single option 
chance, the players will be tied to their teams for various 
lengths of time. 
But, of course, that six-year point could be reached quickly 
for individual players, depending on when they came to the 
majors. So baseball still faces a situation which could find

many players moving around freely every year. 
That element and the continued 1-1 factor apparently has 
left some owners less than thrilled with the agreement which 
has the unanimous support of the Player Relations Com­ 
mittee and Commissioner Bowie Kuhn. 
The owners will meet Wednesday morning to consider the 
pact. The committee will recommend approval and the 
commissioner said he would support that recommendation. 
"This is a constructive development for baseball,” Kuhn 
said. 
Approval of the pact would require 13 affirmative votes, a 
simple majority, from the 24 owners. There must be at least 
five positive votes from each league to pass the agreement. 
The player representatives were almost unanimous in 
approving the agreement presented to them by Marvin 
Miller, executive director of the union. There was just one 
abstention in the 23 votes cast. Asked if this meant the labor 
dispute that delayed the start of spring training some 17 days 
was over. Miller said, “ I believe so.”

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Krumm Bids 
For Peace 


Last Gasp Movement 
In Games Dispute 


MONTREAL (AP) - Peace 
hopes in the great Olympics 
dispute rested today on the 
shoulders of Philip O. Krumrn, 
president of the U.S. Olympic 
Committee and a man with a 
reputation for patching up other 
people’s quarrels. 
Krumrn and his committee 
took over the role of mediators 
and became the central figures 
in the drama of the Taiwanese 
athletes who are shut out of 
Canada for political reasons. 
The Americans were talking 
with the Canadian External Af­ 
fairs Ministry in Ottawa and the 
Taiwanese 
officials 
in 
the 
Olympic Village in Montreal. 
Olympic sources gave them a 
slim chance of success. But it 
was a last gasp effort to get the 
Taiwanese into the Games, 
opening Saturday, and to res­ 
tore the battered image of the 
Olympic charter. 
‘‘We are working like the 
dickens to get both sides in this 
dispute to concede a little,” 
Krumrn said. 
‘‘The future of the Games 
depend on our success. Instead 
of friendly athletic competition 
between athletes, the Olympics 
have become a political contest 
between countries.” 
The International Olympic 
Committee (10(7) recognizes the 
national Olympic committee of 
Taiwan under the name of the 
Republic of China — a name 
which offends the Communist 
Chinese in Peking. 
Canada, clearly concerned 
about its big wheat export trade 
with Peking, refused to allow 
the Taiwanese to enter the 
country unless they agreed to 


drop the “ Republic of China” 
label and abandon their national 
flag. 
The IOC executive 
board 
failed to make any impression 
on the Canadians. 
It tried 
asking the Taiwanese to march 
in the opening parade under the 
Olympic flag and the IOC insig­ 
nia, but the Taiwanese said no. 
Unless one side or another 
gives way, the Taiwanese will 
be the first athletes ever shut 
out of an Olympic host country 
because of politics. K rum m ’s 
men moved into the dispute 
after an 
appeal by President Ford in 
Washington. 
Krumm, admitting no great 
progress was made in his peace 
moves Monday, said: “ We shall 
be going back to both sides 
today, and we will aim to get 
some measure of agreement in 
time for the full session of the 
IOC.” 
The 75-strong IOC started a 
four-day session today. It will be 
called upon to approve recom­ 
mendations of the executive 
board, which it usually does as a 
formality.

Ksh Co. $15,915, J Si L McCash of South Haven 517,159 and Glenn, 
Rfchter of South Haven $8,769. Lloyd Mollhagen Jr. of St. Joseph 
prtvjoiisly accepted compensation. 
; Payments to the fishermen reflect S3 per cent of the average 
valne of their 1971-73 catches. The compensation comes from $1.5 
million appropriated by the legislature to reimburse fishermen for 
their lost business. 


Under terms of the payments, fishermen waive any right to 


judicial review of the arrangement, ''thereby saving both the 
Department of Natural Resources director and the fishermen the 
time, trouble and expense of contested hearings," the DNR says.

On 
one trail we had to consistently 
. climb up and down over rocks' 
cliffs, while just a few miles 
away we found a trail covered 
with a foot of water surrounded 
by lush green vegetation. 


We covered about 43 miles of 


marked trails in our week's 
stay. The trails wind past inland 
lakes, go up mountains and past 
mine ruins to fire lookout sta- 
tions and geological landmarks. 


Many of the campsites on the

shelters, which have three sides 
walled in. a screened front and a 
wooden floor. We camped in the 
shelters three nights and used 
our tents the other three nights 
when there were no shelters 
available. Many of the camp- 
sites are also equipped with 
stoves, picnic tables and toilet 
facilities. 


The solitude of the 210 square 


miles of wilderness, virtually- 
unchanged by man. is much in 
evidence on Isle Royale. We 
hiked for over five miles on one 
trail without seeing, another 
person. And the other back- 
packers we did meet were 
appreciative of the wilderness 
setting and made it their duty to 
keep their campsites clean and 
natural.

We met a family of five from 
Iowa who used the boat to get 
around to different camps on 
the island since they had small 
children who couldn't backpack. 


Isle Royale, which is owned 


by Michigan, is actually closer 
to Minnesota (17 miles) and 
Canada (20 miles). Copper Har- 
bor is the nearest Michigan 
port. 49 miles away. 


We reached the island by boat 


From Copper Harbor. But that's 
the last time we'll do that since 
we ran into a wicked Lake 
Superior storm on our return 
trip which left us fearing for our 
safely. 


Isle -Royale can also be 


reached by boat and plane from 
Iloughlon and by boat from 
Grand Portage. Minn. 


An Isle Royale trip is also a 


cheap way to vacation. No fee is 
charged for admission to the 
park or for camping. But 
campsites cannot be reserved 
and are operated on a first- 
come, first-served basis.

A. If you accept as a guideline 


the history of stock market per- 
formances going back to 1900 — 
more than three-quarters of a 
century ago — you must 
conclude you would make out 
far better under a Democratic 
than under a Republican ad- 
ministration.
